Co me to Rush County When His 


Trading Vessel Went Down 


in a Storm 


The soul of Thomas Poe parsed out 
to its Maker y esterday evening at 6 :45 
o’clock and a long and useful earthly 
career camu to a close. 
In the death 
of Mr. Poe the community loses one 
of the highest ty pes of citizenship fnd 
a gentleman 
of a 
truly Christian 
character. 
His friends were counted 
by the score, and consisted of his long 
list of acq uaintances, 
for to know 
Sq uire Poe was to like him. 
He was the oldest person living in 
Rush county , and one of the oldest 
persons in the State. 
U ntil he re 
signed his office as justice of the peace 
in January , 11)05, he bore the distinc 
tion of being the 
olde.-t practicing 
magistrate in the United States 
Un­ 
til that time he possessed the u-e of 
all his faculties. and his court was the 
scene of manv 
trials and marriage 
ceremonies. 
A cataract on the ey e 
gave him a « leal of trouble in the clos 
ing day s of his life, and tor a whih 
he was blin i, but an operation brought 
back his ey esight 
His mind was cle&i 
an active until the very last, and main 
were the reminhoents he would re 
call of the life which began nearly a 
century ago 
Deceased was 9 6 y ears of age la*d 
May 28 th. 
He ¡¡was born in Mason 
county , in 1811. 
His grandfather was 
of Welsh descent and immigrated to 
this country , after a 
short 
stay in 
Ireland. 
In Pennsy lvania his father 
was born and died afterwards in Ken 
tncky from cholera. 
Samuel ^Poe, a 
noted character in history , who was 
known far and wide as a great Indi­ 
an fighter, was a second cousin of the 
late Thomas Poe. 
At the age of fifteen, Mr. Poe engag 
ed in the mercantile business» in his 
home town in Mason county , and ac­ 
cumulating 
a 
comfortable fortune, 
purchased 
a 
retail 
trading vessel 
which used to ply up and down the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers During 
severe storms, the boat was capsized 
and Mr. Poe lost all the money he 
possessed. 
He then struck out for the 
inviting fields of Indiana, and landed 
in Rush county in May , 1852 
Here 
he engaged in the retail drug business 
on the corner, where Wolcott’s drug 
stire is now located, under the firm 
name of Poe 
McGraw. 
Later lie 
sold his drug interests and purchased 
the old Oarr inn, which stood on the 
groundjuow occupied by the Melodeon 
hall block. 
After several 
y ears of 
successful business in that location, 
Mr. Poe bought the Windsor hotel on 
the opposite side of the street, and 
was the genfal host of that hostelry 
until the close of the war in 186 8, 
when he was elected justice of peace. 
He continued in that office until Jan­ 
uary , 19 05, when he resigned on ac­ 
count of ill health, having been suc­ 
cessful in elections 
for forty -three 
y ears. 
In October, 1885, Mr. Poe was mar­ 
ried to Martha Duff McNiel, in Ma 
son county . Kentucky , and t » this 
union ten children were born, five of 
whom reached m aturity , 
and three 
of whom survive, William B 
Poe, 
Mrs. J. R Carmichael and Mrs, R W. 
Cox , all of this oity . 
His wife died on 
April 12th. 1882. 
Ia religion, 
the 
subject of this 
sketch was a devout member of the 
Methodist Episcopal church; he be­ 
came a member on Feb. 14th, 186 7, 
when Rev. A. N. Marlart, wa< the 
pastor in this city . 
Ia politics he was a Republican, and 
voted the first Whig ticket. 
He cast 
his ballot for John Quincv Adams, 
long before the Republican party was 
organized, and could well remember 
ex ercising tiis right of the ballot in 
voting for such illustrious men as Wil­ 
liam Henry Harrison, Henry Clay , 
Abr*h*m 
Linco ln. Genera l Oraut, 


James It. Garfield, William McKinley , 
and Theodore Roosevelt. 
He voted for 
every Republican save General Scott. 
While living in Kentucky , deceased 
was a member of the State militia, 
entering the State soldiery as a first 
lieutenant, and was afterwards promo­ 
ted to the captaincy . 
He enlisted for 
the Mex ican war, but while the com­ 
pany was waiting at the State Capital 
at Frankfort to be mustered in, the 
treaty of peace was signed. 
Mr. Poe came from a long lived 
family , one of his sisters living to be 
9 5 y ears of age. 
Probably the most remarkable part 
cf Mr. Poe’s life was his Masonic ca­ 
reer. 
He was one of the oldest con­ 
tinuous Masons in the United States, 
being made a Mascn in Washington 
lodge No. 19 , Mason 
county , Ken­ 
tucky , in 1844, and was a highly re­ 
spected member of that organization 
at the time of his death, having been 
affiliated with the lodge in an active 
manner for nearly six ty -three y ears. 
When he 
removed to Rushville he 


THOMAS POE 
transferred his membership to the local 
lodge then in ex istence, and when the 
present local organization, Phoenix 
lodge No. 6 2 was chartered, he became 
a charter member. 
He is survived by 
only one charter member, James S. 
Lakin, of California 
He 
was 
the 
Worshipful 
Master while the lodge 
was under dispensation, and the first 
Master after it was duly installed, 
which place he held from 1856 to 186 4, 
inclusive. 
Mr. 
Poe was a oharter 
member of Rush chapter No. 24 R. A. 
M. which was chartered May 22d, 1854. 
He was High Priest from 186 8-71, 
and a member of the Indiaua 
State 
Council of High Priests at Indianapo­ 
lis. 
He was also a charter member of 
Rushville council No. 41 R. & S. M., 
chartered 
October 
21st, 
1874, and 
Illustrious Master from 1882 to 1886 . 
Sq uire Poe was likewise 
a charter 
member of Martha Poe Chapter No. 
143, Order of the Eastern Star, char­ 
tered April 
25th, 189 4, and named 
honoring his beloved wife. 
In 1871, the venerable sq uire was 
admitted to the Rush circuit bar, and 
was the only surviving member of 
the old school of law jers which in­ 
cluded Sleeth and Spann. 
The funeral services will be 
con- 
du< tsd by Dr. V. W. Tevis at the 
home of Mrs. R. W. Cox , on North 
Morgan street, with whom deceased 
lived for many y ears. 
The services 
w ill be under the auspices of the 
Masonic 
lotlge. 
Interment 
in East 
Hill cemetery .

Effect of One of the Laws Passed b f 


Late Legislature. 
Indianapolis, August 26. — Factory 
ow ners throughout Indiana an* begin 
Bing to feel the effect of the law en­ 
acted by the last legislature to regu 
late the construction of platform s for 
the loading and unloading of ears and 
the building of sw itches. 
This was 
one of the few acts im posing burdens 
upon m anufacturers, placed on the 
statu te books by the last general as 
sembly. 
Two requirem ents are con­ 
tained in the law, both to safeguard 
railroad employes. 
One is th at plat­ 
form s used in loading or unloading 
cars shall be»flve feet from the track, 
and the other th at tracks entering fac 
tory buildings shall have a clearance 
of twenty-one feet, so th at an employe 
of average height m ight stand erect 
on a freight car with no danger of 
having his head struck by overhead 
obstructions. 
L ittle had been said 
about the new law until last week, 
when Joseph Robinson, president of 
the Central Indiana railway, with gen­ 
eral offices at Anderson, sent to m anu­ 
facturers on his line letters calling at­ 
tention to the new lawr and asking 
th at its provisions be m et. 
Factory 
owners are now taking notice, as it 
is found th at much rebuilding will be 
required. 
In some cases entire fac­ 
tory walls will have to be set back to 
perm it of a five-foot space betw een 
platform edges and tracks. It is prob­ 
able that the railroad com m ission will 
be called on to pass judgm ent In cer­ 
tain cases w here the new act would 
m ake extensive changes necessary.
